TEXT OF AGREEMENT. 


The agreement as reached’ at the 


conference follows: 

“So far as the question in argu- 
ment is, concerned, the Building 
Trades Council insists that it has 
given a ninety days’ notice of a de- 
sire to change the rate of wages of 
journeymen painters. 

“The Building Trades Employers’ 
Association insists that no official no- 
tice of the desired change in the 
rate of wages has been given. In the 
interest of harmony and the desire 
to preserve prosperity in the com- 
munity both are willing to waive 
this point. 

“That so far as the jobs now under 
contract are concerned the old rate 
of wages, $4.50 per day, will stand, 


Bnd the Building Trades Council 
agrees’ and guarantees “that compe- 
tent workmen will be immediately 
forthcoming to complete these jobs 
at the old rate of wages viz., $4.50 
per day. 

“That the matter of a raise in 
wages shall be submitted to a board 
of arbitrators. One of them will be 
named by the Building Trades Coun- 
cil and one of them will be named 
by the Building Frades Employers’ 
Association, and in case they can not 
agree these two so named shall 
choose a third member of the arbi- 
tration board—-a majority decision of 
which shall be final and binding on 
all parties. It is agreed and under- 
stood that no member of this arbi- 
tration board shall be a member of 
either organization.

WHAT WILL THE ANSWER BE?

* street. This brought forth a vigorous protest from Councilman Fol- 
lett and others. 

For many weeks the Dai!) News has been swamped with letters 
stating that the council was anxious to cut up the Cutting boulevard 
job so as to keep outside firms from bidding upon it. The communi- 
eations were so numerou sand asked the News to take some action 
to stop the plan on foot, that this paper began to wonder just what 
was going on and carefully watched proceedings regarding this big 
job. 

Last evening H. W. Wernse, one of the most prominent men the 
city boasts, reiterated the statements made by the News’ correspond- 
ents. As a representative of H. C. Cutting he asked that the job be 
awarded as a whole and then outside firms could afford to bring 
their machinery here to complete it, and this would insure the prop- 
erty owners the very best pavement at the cheapest figure. Other- 
wise it will be cut up and the firms already operating here would 
haye the advantage, as the thousands it would cost to import ma- 
chinery could not be met by the outside firms. 

Then other missives asserted that the bitulithic pavement people 
had a corner on city work and were crowding out the oiled macadam 
interests. To a casual observer and one outside of the ring it looks 
as if the protests made by these persons are justified and that the 
time has come when the taxpayers and those who have property in- 
terests in Richmond be given at least a hearing. 

Why should petitions on a certain kind of street work provoke 
wrath from any member of the council?

What is so terrible about oiled macadam pavement that a coun- 
cilman should grow warm at the mention of the name? It is imma- 
terial to the News what kind of pavement goes down as long as the 
property owners are satisfied. 

There is a general hue and cry all over the city against the 
methods of doing street work. All kinds of charges are being heard, 
and all kinds of threats made. If the council has nothing but the 
interests of the city at heart, then let the board let the whole Cut- 
ting job in one contract and give the property owners their desire. 

There is certainly nothing wrong about such a request. And 
furthermore some day not very far distant certain high tempered 
individuals will learn the folly of this ‘‘public-be-damned’’ policy. 
Many have tried it, but the News has yet to see the one who got by 
with it. 


REDUCING FARES. 


The action of the petitioners who under the guidance of Jack 
Halliday are asking the Railroad Commission to reduce the rate of 
fare between this city and Oakland to reasonable figures deserves 


the highest praise. They are not only asking for something which 


will help themselves, but which will be of the greatest benefit to the 
whole community, and which will do more to build up Richmond 
than any one. thing. 

The News, which has stood from its first issue as the champion 
of the people, and urged this great reform, regrets, as it has said 
before, that the management of the Oakland Traction Company is 
not broad and liberal enough to make this just concession to the 
patrons of its lines without the necessity of forcing it to do justice 
by an appeal to the Railroad Commission. We say we regret that it 
has been necessary to take forcible means, because it creates an ill 
feeling that is always to be regretted. However, as the Oakland 
company is now a foreign corporation, whose principal owners are 
in England and which has, therefore, no interest in this country 
except to exploit it, it naturally follows that it would be less incon- 
venient for those in control of the management of its affairs in the 
Unitd States to have a reform of that character forced upon them 
through the courts than to grant it willingly and thus subject them- 
selves to criticisms by the stockholders across the Atlantic, ever 
anxious for a dividend. . 

With the granting of the reduced fare, and we have no doubt 
that it will be granted, and with the improvement in the service by 
shortening the time of the interurban trip, and finally with an im- 
provement in the cars, including some means of telling them at 
night, Richmond will be in much better shape to receive her numer- 
ous visitors next year, and will present a far more attractive ap- 
pearance than she could if a person made their advent here after 
paying enormous car fares, in poor cars and over a track that pro- 
duces nausea when it is ridden over by any one except deep sea 
sailors. 

The News is pleased that its efforts in the direction of helping 


-| the people have already born such satisfactory fruit, and the pros- 


pect for other greater reforms in the future. The reforms that are 
coming in the charter, the new parks, the planting of trees on the 
sidewalks, and later we trust the electroliers, are all measures which 
this paper has advocated.

Good water is perhaps even more essential that proper sewage 


to secure the health of a community and we can not overestimate the 
| Importance of every voter going to the polls and casting his ballot 


when the water bonds are to be endorsed, A plentiful supply of good 
water insures the lives and well as the health and comfort of the 
people. Epidemics are almost always to be traced to the water sup- 


; Ply, and when there is an abundance of good water and sewerage 


there is very little sickness. 

The importance of this matter is shown in camps where the per- 
centage of death is enormously cut down if the water supply is all 
right, and the death rate is worse than in a battle if the water supply 
is all wrong. It would be difficult to show this fact more clearly and 
more conclusively than is being done today down in Texas at the 
camp maintained there by the United States government for some 
6000 Mexican refugees. Notwithstanding the naturally filthy habits 
of the people, notwithstanding the fact that they are of the lowest 
type, by giving them an abundant water supply and by having proper 
sewerage, the death rate is lower than in most cities of the country. 
In Panama and Havana the introduction of an adequate and proper 
water supply has been the principal cause for the fact that the two 
most unhealthy cities in the world have become the most healthy. 
The same story is repeated in Manila, and in fact wherever we go, 


and wherever we look plenty of good water means health.

Nevertheless, 
in a kind manner, the lecturer as- 
sured us that the mediums’ them- 
selves are not to be blamed, for they 
are deceived on the subject of the 
evil spirits as.truly as are their vic- 
tims.
